DEBATE IS FINALLY CLOSED 


HOUSE WTLL VOTE LA7E THI£ 


AITEBNOON. 


Washington, D, C., Dec. IS.—The 


"whips" on both sides of the liousc 
were actively at work today prepar- 
ing for the vote on the Philippine 
tariff bill, which is set for 4 p. m 
This will be the first division of any 
importance since the new member- 
ship of the house assembled. 
The 


republican majority at present is 37 
as against 14 in the last house 
Bepresentative Tawney, the republi- 
can whip, said of the probable result 
of the vote: "The bill will pass by a 
liberal majority, although (there will 
be some breaks on both sides. 
Ou 


the republican side we will not lose 
to exceed eight votes. This loss will 
be partially compensated by the gain 
of the Louisiana delegation of six 
votes. The net result shows that tlie 
bill will pass without trouble." 


The republican members who have 


announced opposition to the bill are 
representatives McCall, of Massa- 
chusetts; Littleneld, of Maine, and 
Crumpacker, of Indiana. The latter 
is absent and will be paired against 
the bill if possible, although demo- 
cratic members are refusing- to be 
paired with him, owing to his atti- 
tude on southern elections. 
Repre 


tentative Warner, of Illionis, and 
three republican members of the 
Minnesota delegation, are among the 
other republicans whose votes are 
doubtful and may be cast against the 
bill. 


IN THE HOUSE, 


Washington, Dec, IS.—The house 


today resumed the debate upon the 
bill to provide temporary revenues 
for toe Philippine islands under an 
agreement -that the bill should be 
voted upon at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. The attendance in the galler- 
ies did not indicate much public in- 
terest in the debate. Mr. Henry, of 
Texas, was the first speaker. 


He characterized the bill as op- 


tpressdve and outrageous. Months in- 
stead of two days, he said, would not 
be too long for the -discussion of a 
measure of vital interest to 10,000,- 
000 people. He dwelt upon the in- 
justice of the double export and im- 
port tax on rice, sugar and tobacco 
and charged that this double taxa- 
tion was in the interest of the sugar 
and tobacco trusts* 


Mr. Henry took issue (with his Col- 


league as to the effect of free trade 
with the Philippines upon the sugar 
industry, ef 'Louisiaiwi. Mr. Williams, 
of Mioaissippi, followed Mr. Henry. 
He said the Philippine archipelago 
was a part of the United States and 
should be treated as such. He paid 
'his respects to the supreme court, 
which he said arrived at its decision 
by a "shifting majority «of one*" 


Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, supported 


the -bill. He said the Filipinos were,' 
incapable of self-government, and, 
in reply to a question, said the Cu- 
bans were not capable of self-gov- 
ernment, TheA was democratic ap- 
plause when ihe said the democratic 
party had forced the administration 
Into a portion where it was com- 
pelled to declare for the independ- 
ence of Cuba. 


Mr. Hepburn became involved in a 


spirited four-cornered exchange with 
Messrs* Be Armond, Shafro-ta and 
Cousins* 


Mr. HcCall, of Massachusetts, then 


was recognized in the time of Mr* 
KcOlellaii, of l&w York, for a fif- 
teen-minute speech against the bUl. 
He was followed by Mr. McClellan 
and Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, 
closed the debate.

LIFE HANGS IN THE BALANCE 


LOUIS H. HASS IS IN VERY CRIT- 


ICAL CONDITION. 


Assistant Freight Foreman Was 


Struck by an Engine Tuesday 


Evening. 


Louis H. Haas, assistant foreman 


of the Pennsylvania freight house, 
is in an extremely critical condition 
,t St. Joseph hospital as the result 
of injuries received in the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad yards Tuesday even- 
ing. He was struck by an engine, 
sustaining 
several broken ribs, a 


fracture of the left thigh, the left 
land and wrist were crushed, and it 
is feared there is a fracture at the 
base of the skull. In addition to 
this are inteinal injuries of a most 
serious character. It is impossible 
to predict just what will develop in 
the 'case, but the physicians consider 
his recovery a matter of grave doubt. 


Iffr, Haas was found -unconscious 


a short distance west of the signal 
station at the crossing of (the Penn- 
sylvania and Wabanh railroads, near 
Banna street, at 7:30 o'clock by Con- 
ductor P. S. Sullivan, who was en 
route to his home. 
Mr. Sullivan 


quickly called assistance aud the in- 
jured man was taken to the baggage 
room, where Dr. Stemen gave him 
temporary attention and ordered his 
removal to the St. Joseph hospital, 
where the injuries were dressed. 


£ie injured man left the freight 


house at 7 o'clock, remarkiug to his 
fellow-employes that he was going to 
the pay car. The tar, (however, was 
not open at that hour, and but a few 
minutes later 
Conductor Sullivan 


came upon the prostrate man, who, 
,t is believed, was struck by the en- 
gine drawing train No. ^5. At the 
station Mr. Haas revived somewhat 
and recognized his friends about 1dm, 
but evidently did not realize the ser- 
ious extent of ihis injuries.

lives at 108 Hugh street. He has 
been iu the employ of the Pennsyl- 
vania company twenty-one years, the 
greater part of the time in his pres- 
ent capacity as assistant

Washington, Dec. 14.—The find- | 


ings of the <cbur.t of inquiry which in- 
quired into the conduct of Rear Ad- 
miral Schley during the Santiago 
campaign were presented to Secre- 
tary Long yesterday. The principal 
report is adverse to Admiral Schley, 
but Admiral "Dcwey presents -a separ- 
ate ireport, in which he fully upholds 
the hero of Santiago. Both reports 
are signed by Admiral Dewey and 
Judge Advocate Lemly; the signa- 
tures of the other members not be- 
ing necessary. But it is explained 
that Admiral Dewey signed the SGC- 
ond report, a minority -report, to ex- 
press his qualification of or dissent 
from the views expressed by the 
court, comprising', besides liimsalf, 
Admirals Benham1 and Ramsay, in 
the first report. 


The verdict of the 'Schley court was 


made public at the navy department 
at 8 o'clock last night. It was a di- 
vided: verdict in £he sense that Ad- 
miral George Dewey, although com- 
pelled as president of the court to 
sign the findings agreed upon by Ms 
•colleagues, Adanirals Benham and 
Ramsay, who constituted' a majority, 
presented a personal finding' in his 
capacity as admiral of the navy. In 
this he declares that "Commodore 
Schley was the senior officer of our 
squadron off Santiago when the Span- 
ish squadron attempted to escape on 
the morning of July 3, 1S98. He 
was in absolute 'command and is en- 
titled .to the-credit due to such com- 
manding' officer for the gloirious vic-

All that 
now remains to be done is to determ-

vancement in his chosen vocation, 
they very much regret that tihe ac- 
ceptance of the new office necessi- 
tates removal from this city and in 
this feeling they are joined by every 
Fort Wayneite who has been fortu- 
nate enough to form their acquaint- 
ance. In speaking about the matter 
this morning Btr. HoKee said that, 
while he felt it to be his duty to ac- 
cept the Mobile and Ohio proposition 
because of the handsome increase in 
salary and other features of a purely 
business character, he deeply regrets 
to sever the associations, both rail- 
way and social, that exist at present. 
Mrs. McKee and their daughters en- 
tertain the same sentiment regard- 
ing Fort Wayne. 


Mr. McKee is a native of Ohio and 


was born August 31, 1850. He be- 
gan his railway career as an appren- 
tice in the shops of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas railway in 1882 
and remained in the mechanical de- 
partment of that road until 1887. 
B« then went to the Strong Locomo- 
tive works in New York city, where 
he was engaged at his trade until 
1890. Receiving an. offer to assume 
the general foremanship of the Mat- 
toon shops of the Big Four, Mr. Mc- 
Kee accepted and immediately went 
to Mattoon to reside. 'Later he was 
appointed master mechanic of the St. 
Louis division of that railway. Five 
or six years ago, when Mr. Ramsey 
resigned as general manager of the 
Big Four road to accept a similar 
position with the Wabash company, 
he called Mr. McKee to the latter 
road and made him master mechanic 
of the western division, with head- 
quarters at Moberly, Mo. In De- 
cember, 1898, a general transfer of 
master mechanics occurred and Mr. 
McKee came here to assume charge 
of the eastern division of the sys- 
tem. 
Shortly after his arrival the 


office of master mechanic of the Buf- 
falo division was abolished and that 
part of tho system was added to Mr. 
McKee's territory, giving him juris- 
diction over 1,OOO miles of railway, 
with 223 engines, the largest divi- 
sion in the Wabash system. During 
his administration, as master me- 
chanic more improvements have 
been made in the company's plant in 
this city than were made in the pre- 
ceding quarter of a. century and it 
was all through

tions of Mr. McKee. Included in the

4 ABORIGINES OF AUSTRALIA BEING DRIVEN BY CIVILIZA- 


TION TO HE BURNING HEART OF THE CONTINENT.

The Australian aboriginal 


soon bo a scientific curiosity. 
Foi 


some years he may eke out a miser- 
able existence in -that mysterious fai 
north country out of whi:h comes 
thrilling stories of raiding and cat- 
tle spearing and attacks on "solitary 
stations, says a Sydney letter in th<= 
London Standard. 
In Queensland, 


too, he may still be a menace to the 
mining prospector and stock drover. 
But his doom is certain. Driven 
deeper and deeper into the burning 
heart of the continent, he must dis- 
appear. The "black fellows" we have 
seen in towns like Albany, Brisbane 
nnd Sydney are not likely to awaken 
regrets. 
There is nothing of the 


noble savage about them. The wo- 
men are bundles of bones, held to- 
gether with dirty kongarco skins and 
filthy blankets, beneath -which crawl 
legs no thicker than broomsticks. 
The men are more human. 
Tall, 


deep-chested, 
with 
undeveloped 


calves and thighs, 
broad, massive 


heads covered with wavy black hair, 
flat-nosed,' thick-lipped, dark and 
briliajit eye, they form a distinct 
ethnic group, a race apart from the 
rest of mankind. They were at their 
best in the corrobborees at Brisbane 
and Sydney, to which, the Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall were invited. 
Ho one seems decided as to tha mean- 
ing of a corrooboree. 
Some say it 


is a war dance—others a pagan rite. 
From -what I could learn in -talk with 
the natives, the corrooboree at Bris- 
bane was a dance to celebrate re:ov- 
ery from the eating 
of poisonous 


fish. 


The women were squatad on the 


ground in a row singing1 a plaintive 
chant, to the cadence of which they 
beat time with their fists on opossum 
skins rolled tightly together and held 
like a drum between: the knees. The 
..men lay on the ground as if dead. 
About their 
loins were girdles of 


skin, and their bodies were painted 
in fanciful designs. Two white lines 
stretched from shoulder to waist, two 
or three white sfripes were drawn, 
around the upper arm, each eye was 
circled with white, a broad band of 
white ran along the side of the nose; 
on forehead and cheeks were white 
dots. Some of the young men -wore 
tufts of emu feathers in their hair, 
the glossy blackness of which, was 
hidden under daubs o'f red and from 
their knees .hung^gTeen^boug'hs. As_ 
the women sang1 and beat upon the 
"planggi" they rolled their eyes and 
showed white gleaming teeth. Sud- 
denly the men sprang to their feet, 
and, moving in rhythmic measure, 
swelled the 'chorus. 
Each, carried 


r clubs, which, he 


struck together. 
At first the music 


was slow and grave, but as ithe dance 
•went on it grew wilder and -wilder 
until measure 'and cadence were lost, 
and the men flung themselves into an 
excited mob, brandishing- weapons 
and shouting a deep-toned "ugh" 
that sounded 
Maori war cry. 


"DENSELY IGNORANT. 


I tried in vain to get a copy or n 


translation of the song. It would 
seem that the natives themselves do 
not understand1 what they eing. At 
any rate, they find it difficult to ex- 
plain the meaning. The Australian 
aborigine has no records, written or 
pictorial, unless some significance 
can be attached to the "red hands" 
impressed on the roofs of rock shelt- 
ers, such as those ait Port Hacking, 
of which Mr. Walter R. Harper has 
given an interesting account before 
the Linnean society of New South 
Wales. Apart from a few primitive 
weapons and ornaments, which give 
no indication of originality or of pro- 
gressive ingenuity, the race have left 
nothing by which they canjbe re- 
membered. The faculty of invention 
appears to have been wanting-, and 
their physical habits and require- 
ments seem to have been little higher 
than those of the animals they hunt- 
ed on the grassy 
plains. 
Their 


dwellings never got beyond a few 
boughs rudely thrown together as a 
protection -against wind and rain. 
They never domesticated any animal, 
unless the dingo, or wild dog, may 
be in-duded in that category. The 
soil they never cultivated, being con- 
tent to live -on roots of fern and the 
flesh of wallaby and kangaroo, and 
on shellfish, or, failing these, on the 
flesh of their fellows. 'All attempts 
to bring them within the pale of civ- 
ilization have failed. 
Many thous- 


ands of pounds and the lives and 
energies of many missionaries have 
been spent in the effort, but no per- 
manent results havs been attained. 


As a race they have proved irre- 


claimable, and if they are less sav- 
age than their forefathers it is only 
because the presence of white people 
has set limits to the opportunities of 
barbarism. The degraded and primi- 
tive state in which the aborigines 
have remained is the anoro remark- 
able because their 
language 
and 


tribal 
system 
give 
evidence of 


growth and organization. 
Their 


language, as Mr. Georgo Taplin has 
shown, is singular for the complexity 


of its structure, for the number oi 
its inflections and the precision with 
which it can be used. ''We find," 
says Mr. Taplin, "the dual number 
throughout. We also have six cases 
in each declension of nouns and pro- 
nouns, and a double set of personal 
pronouns, for the sake of euphony 
and expression. Verbs are regularly 
Tormed from roots consisting either 
of one vowel and two consonants or 
of two vowels and three consonants. 
The names of Immaii relationship are 
far more copious than in English. 
In many respects they have niceties 
of expression that we do not find in 
our own, language." The absence of 
abstract and generic phrases is 
marked, and there are no traces of 
figurative or poetic speech common 
among the Maoris and other races 
who have just emerged out of bar- 
barism. 
If 
the 
development of 


language and the 
complexities of 


grammar are a mark of civilization, 
it might be inferred, that the Aus- 
tralian "black fellow" sprang orig- 
inally from a people who had made 
some advance toward 
civilization. 


This reasoning receives not a little 
support from 
many 
customs, the 


purpose and meaning of which have 
ong been forgotten. 


TRIBAL MANNERS. 


Before the arrival of the white man 


each tribe exercised territorial rights 
over districts whose boundaries were 
known and respected. At the head 
of each clan was an elective chief, 
who led them in war and adminis- 
:ered justice with the aid of a council 
of elders. Degrees of kinship were 
reckoned very much after tlie man- 
ner among North American Indians 
ind the Tamails and 
Telugus of 


southern India. 
Relationship was 


dependent on sex and not on con- 
saguinity. 
Thus, 
uncles 
on. the 


father's side are called 
"father," 


while the sisters of the father are 
aut one degree removed 
and are 


;aunts" or "bamo." The mother's 
isters are "nainkowa" or "mothers" 
and the mother's brothers are "wan- 
owe" or uncles. The children of the 
lather's brothers are called "broth- 
ers" and "sisters," while the children 
of the mother's sisters and of the 
father's sisters are "cousins."

principle of consanguinity is carried 
through all the degrees of afiinity. 
Children are named after the place 
In. which they are born, but names 
are changed at will and without ap- 
parent reason. The totem system is 
observed and none may marry his 
own totem, the tribal 
system of 


which, is a bird, a beast, a a-eptile, a 
fish or an insect. Marriage is made 
by barter of females, the woman Irnv- 
.ng no choice. The wife is the slave, 
carrying all the burdens, collecting 
all food save that which is hunted, 
doing all the laborious work, and be- 
ing treated with, the greatest indig- 
nity and even cruelty. Infanticide is 
a recognised custom, though the na- 
tives show great fondness for those 
children who are chosen to live. The 
rites of initiation 
into 
manhood 


lave some resemblance to those of 
West African tribes and are conduct- 
ed with great secrecy. They are too 
indecent to describe in detail and are 
ntended to put to the severest test 
the strength and endurance of the 
young men. 


SLAVES TO SUPERSTITION. 


'Like all barbarians, the Australian 


aborigines are slaves to superstition 
and have implicit faith in witchcraft. 
They have their -medicine men, who 
are supposed to . charm away any 
complaint or illness, for with them 
disease and death are not natural 
agents, but the effect of sorcery and 
the machinations 
of an enemy. 


When a man dies his body is placed 
upon a bier and measures are taken 
to ascertain who caused his death. 
Several methods are recorded. The 
most common is to carry the body 
about until one o'f the branches of 
the bier touches some 
person, or 


points in the direction of some hut 
or camp. This is accepted as an indi- 
cation that the man has been slain 
by sov:ery and a fight—not often 
fatal—immediately takes place be- 
tween the relatives and the suspected 
individual or tribe. Another custom 
dictates -that the 
nearest 
of kin 


should s^oep with his head on *-he 
body of ths 
dead until 
he ha; 


dreamed cf the slayer. Corpses are 
dried o\er slow fires, those of chil- 
dren beir g- carried from camp 
tt- 


camp, while; some tribes are aj;u=ed 
of th? loathsome practice of eating 
the dead. 


Authorities are at variance as to 


whether the aborigines have any idea 
of religion or of a spirit of state dis- 
tinct from the body. I had several 
interesting talks" with 
natives on 


this subject and with men who have 
devoted much time and learning to 
these problems. The only conclusion 
at which I could arrive was thai 
their ideas are very vague and con- 
tradictory and may be traced to as- 
sociation with white men. Nature 
seems to have determined that she 
has no further use for the "black 


fellow7' and is killing him off-hand. 
The encroachments of civilization 
have no doubt hastened the process, 
but there is not wanting testimony 
from the natives themselves that the 
work of destruction began long be- 
fore the 
advent 
of the colonists. 


Their tribal wars, their habits of 
life and the degraded barbarism into 
which they have fallen are in them- 
selves a sufficient cause for the rap- 
idly diminishing numbers. The only 
use to~:whieh the white man has been 
able to put them is to track bush- 
rangers and fugitives from justice. 
In this work they have skill almost 
as wonderful as that of Penimore 
Cooper's red Indians on the war- 
path. One regret, and one only, car. 
we have at the rapid disappearance 
of the aborigine. With, him go be- 
yond reclaim many valuable and 
neglected opportunities of studying 
primitive man, for the Australian 
black fellow" is too remote and too 


unromantic a figure to have attract- 
ed the attention 
he has deserved 


from anthropologists and ethnolo- 
gists.

It is only to 
be tried in villages where the parish 
council ask for it and ara willing to 
pay a guarantee fee against loss, and 
is to be weighted with the charge of 
a late fee for delivery on each mes- 
sage. 


STONE PIE. 


In very unusual seasons the people 


of India arc deprived of seeds and 
succulent grasses. Under these very 
adverse conditions the barks of trees 
and even ground-up rocks are re- 
sorted to, principally to give bulk to 
the scanty meal, and thereby to stay 
the pangs of hunger for a longer 
time. A soft stone, 
found on the 


Biknnir-Marwar border of Jaipua, is 
largely used in that part of the coun- 
try to give bulk to the meager meal 
This stone is friable and easily 
ground into fine powder. It contains 
an oleaginous substance which has 
some nutrient 
qualities, and the 


people have found that when finely 
ground, and used in proportions of 
about one-fourth to three-fourths of 
, flour, it does not impair digestion for 
a considerable time.

An Extraordinary Feat Which ] 


White Men Have Been Un- | 
able to Exnlain. 


Nearly everybody has heard of and 


wondered 
at 
the mango-growing 


trick of the Hindu, by which he 
makes a seed sprout before the as- 
tonished eyes of the European and 
reach maturity in a very short time, 
=tays a writer in 
the 
New York 


Times. 


But few are aware that an equally 


uu-izing feat is regularly performed 
by the Zuui Indianas on this conti- 
nent. 
Their medicine men, at the 


miiual "corn festival," do a "stunt" 
af which no satisfactory explanation 
has ever been advanced. Scientists, 
seeing it, have been made, as a cow- 
boy de&cribed it, to "look like 30 


PrepaTation is made for this ex- 


traordinary 
Zuni 
performance by 


spreading a large square of clean 
yellowish sand on the ground before 
the southern aperture of the medi- 
cine lodge. This sand is carefully 
smoothed and packed so as to present 
a firm, level surface. 


Around the 
edges 
of the sand 


square are then drawn, by means of 


ceremonial arrow, figures repre- 


senting the Great Spirit, the earth, 
the sun, the sky nnd the rain. There 
are also the symbols for corn and for 
a bountiful harvest. 


The indentations made by the ar- 


row are then filled with pigments, 
the clouds and sky with blue, the 
earth (with black, and the harvest 
with, chtome yellow. The center of 
the square is left vacant. 
When 


completed, this sand painting is a 
fine specimen of barbaric art, and is 
far from displeasing to a civilized 
eye. 


When the hour arrives, the offi- 


ciating medicine mail takes his seat 
in the opening of the lodge facing 
;he sand square. On his right and 
left, extending out 
around the 


square, the chiefs and warriors range 
themselves according to rank. When 
all are in position, the medicine man 
alls the ceremonial pipe with tobac- 
co, lights it, ancl blows one puff of 
smoke to the east, one to the.west, 
one to the nprjK, "one to ;the south, 
and two to the'-neavens. • He then ad- 
dresses those assembled, recounting 
;he religious history of the tribe, its 
wanderings and • famine, and 
the 


Benevolence of the great spirit in :the 
past. He closes with a prayer for 
;he canitinuance of fatherly care. 


Then:the takes a grain of corn from. 


the medicine bag at his waist, 
thrusts the sacred arrow into the cen- 
ter of the sand square, withdraws it, 
drops the grain into the opening, and 
carefully smoothes down the sand. 
Resuming his seat, all the assembled 
chiefs lig-ht their pipes and smoke in 
silence. 


If the Great Spirit condescends to 


answ&r the prayer of the medicine 
man, as generally happens, the grain 
of com will sprout and send forth 
a shcot. 
' 


After an interval of fifteen or twen- 


by minutes the sand seems disturbed 
at the spot where the corn was 
buried. 
Soon slender light green 


blades of sprouting corn 
appear 


above the surface. The plant rises 
naturally and rapidly 
during the 


day. 


By the next sunrise tho silk and 


tassel appear. By noon the ear and 
stalk have reached maturity. 


Then ripening "begins. Finally the 


blades and husks turn yellow and 
rattle when they ore shaken by the 
wind. All this, mind you, has been* 
done in thirty-six hours. 


On the morning of the second day 


the corn growing is complete. The 
medicine man addresses the watch- 
ers, who in company have "watched" 
the plant grow, for it is never left 
alone. With appropriate ceremonies 
he symbolizes the harvest by strip- 
ping the ear of its husks. 


The corn he places in the medicine 


bag for future ceremonies, while the 
stalk is pulled up by the roots and 
hung over the door of the lodge. The 
long vigil 
of the watchers is now 


ended and they seek much-needed 
rest and food in order to be ready 
for the rain dance on the following 
day. 


Every white man witnessing one 


of these ceremonies is: deeply mysti- 
fied. Above all, he is filled with ad- 
miration for the old medicine man, 
So natural and mysterious has been 
the process that the spectator feels 
at times disposed to believe in, the 
presence of some supernatural power. 


Yet every sane person knows -that 


this performance has nothing unnat- 
ural about it. No white man, how- 
ever, has discovered the secret. The 
absence of stage paraphernalia and 
the crude mechanical knowledge of 
the Zunis add to the mystery of the 
whole thing. 


Various theories have been ad- 


vanced in explanation. One is that 
some shrewd old medicine man dis- 
covered by accident some peculiar 
natural chemical that has the power 
of forcing the growth of a grain of 
corn and that this secret has been 
handed down from one generation of 
priests to another. 


Another favorite 
explanation is 


that by great skill the medicine man 
is able to hypnotize the entire circle

SERGEANT FBEDERICK, OF GREELY EXPEDITION, BKEAKS

Indianapolis, Dec. 13.—After a 


silence that has been unbroken for 
eighteen years, Sergeant Julius E. 
Frederick, one of the six survivors of 
the ill-fated Greely expedition sent 
out in 1881 in search of the north 
pole, has at last spoken definitely of 
ie details of the unfortunate at- 
tempt to penetrate the far north. 


When Schley, now rear admiral, 


made his way in command of tho res- 
cue ship to the icefiow on which 
Greely and his five starving comrades 
ware awaiting the end, Sergeant 
Frederick, together with the others 
of the expedition, was carried aboard 
the bark and nursed back to life. 
Whether a promise was made at that 
time to guard faithfully all the 
awful facts of the end of the attempt 
to reach the pole will never be known, 
but when the sis men reached this 
country again their lips were sealed. 
It has been intimated that the gov- 
ernment, in order to protect itself

nnd equipping the relief expeditions,

secrecy. 


Charges 'have been made repeatedly 


Greely and his five companions, 


n order to survive, found it neces- 
sary to feed on the flesh of tfchedr fel- 
ows.

nnd, 
when practically all hope was 


abandoned, together with a comrade 
who perished in the effont, made an 
attempt to bring from a distant post 
a small supply o'f provisions cached 
there.

it possible for those who remained 
behind >to exist until the rescue party 
reached them. 
When they were 


lound they had already sunk into the 
slumber that would have enlded in 
death; at best, the estimates of the 
surgeons put it that they could have 
existed only forty hours loriger. 


"Twenty-five men left happy and 


jrosperoiis homes," said Sergeant 
Frederick, "and sailed for the land 
o£ the midnight sun to procure for 
heir country the envied place in the 
world of knowledge for which, others 
had striven and lost. Six haggard, 
ravenous beasts returned. 
Nineteen 


men found graves in the north.' !Bhe 
sufferings and heroism of (the mem- 
bers of the expedition have been set 
forth, but the truth ctumot all be 
told—words are inadequa"t;el 


"Even yet I have a perfect mental 


Dieture that I cannot blot from my 
mind. I sea myself with twenty-four 
comrades huddled together an the 
bleak shelter of a pile of stones. Be- 
fore us rises a great hillock of ice, 
round which the wind shrieks in 
'ury, never abating. 


"Hy poor comrade, Long, can en- 


dure the cold and hunger no more. 
In his delirium he begs for a tiny 
match or a crust of bread. One by 
one we rise to our feet and beat and 
Belabor each other <to keep alive the 
circulation of the blood through oiir 
ialf-frozen 
veins. 
One 
(hunger- 


smitten dog- remains. 
He attracts 


our attention, and we fall upon him 
with one accord, and, in 
the 


twinkling of an eye, rend him limb 
rrom limb. 


"And then I see myself and Bice 


starting out on our long tramp after 
the cached provisions. 
Mile after 


mile over the ico dunes and "through 
the snow fields we push on our way. 
The horror of the perpetual darkness 
that hemmed us in on every side is 
still n terror that haunts me day and 
night. Bice succumbs, and I leave 
him, shallowly buried on the trail 
and make my way -back to my fel- 
lows. 


"Eighteen men lie frozen and dead 


by tlie little shelter of stones. 
Fiva 


others are almost beyond rthe reach of 
human aid. I sit down with them to 
die, and remain there hour by hnur. 
duly conscious that the wind is in- 
creasing in velocity, and that the 
snow is covering us with a fleecy, bit- 


mantle of stinging ice specks. 


All these merely are the visions that 
rise oftenest before my eyes, even 
after the elapse of eighteen years. 


"The unsuccessful attempt of the 


Neptune to reach Fort Conger or 
Lady Franklin bay in 18S2, and 
ag-ain in 1883, ,the*double failure of 
the Proteus and the Yantic to pene- 
trate the ice, made matters indeed 
serious for the men with. Greedy. 
The destruction of the Porteus in the 
ice floes and the return of Lieutenant 
Garlingtou were generally regarded 
as a death, blow to all hope of for- 
warding succor in time to rescue the 
members of 'the ill-fated expedition. 


"It was not until the following 


year that an expedition consisting ol 
two ships, the Thetis and the Bear 
was fitted out and sailed from New 
York for Lady Franklin bayt 


"But all this time what were the 


twenty-five men of the Greely party 
doingP How were they maintaining 
life and keeping alive the hope in 
their breasts P 


"For the first year all went well, 


We made valuable observations anc 
accomplished-

search.

In Toledo, 
O., where there were 647 licensed sa- 
loons and where, under Mayor Jones, j 
the practice of official leniency toward ' 
drunkards obtains, thri-e were

to every 1,000 inhabitants.

DEVELOPMENTS IN A SENSA 


TIONAL CASE. 


(Special to The Sentinel.) 


Antwerp. 
O., Dec. 11.—At noon 


Tuesday a young woman, to whose 
identity the oiacials have as yet 
.been unable to find a clue, died at the 
residence of Daniel R. Shfiffer, in 
this place, as the result of a criminal 
operation. Today Shaffer, his wife, 
two daughters, Dora and Ida, Mrs. 
Douglass, a sister of Mrs. Shaffer, 
and ti young m<in from Glaudorf, 0., 
are under arrest on a charge of 
abortion, and this town is convulsed 
by the -wildest sort of- sensation. 


Shaffer's place has for some time 


been viewed with suspicion, and the 
death of the mysterious young wo- 
man yesterday brought matters to a 
climax. The whole family was placed 
under arrest at 5 o'clock Tuesday 
evening by Sheriff Zuber. They were 
taken before a justice of the peace 
and held to the upper court under 
bonds of $1,000 eoch. Shaffer, his 
wife, Mrs. Douglass and Ida Shaffer 
are locked in Jail at Paulding, Cora 
Shaffer and the Glandorf young man 
ara being held here temporarily iu 
.the hope of clearing up the mystery. 
Two other young ladies are lying ill 
at the Shaffer 
home, their 
lives 


hang-ing in the balance. One of them, 
presumed to be from Continental, O., 
gave the information that led to the 
young1 fellow's arrest. 


No one here has the faintest idea ">f 


the identity of the young woman 
who died yesterday. 
The prisoners 


refuse to disclose, her name and of 
the ihundreds of people who viewed 
the remains as they lay in the under- 
taking rooms today not one was able 
to shed any light on the mystery- 
She was about twenty years of age, 
•well' dressed and quite pretty, and 
is believed to have come to the 
Shaffer place within the past few 
days. 


SHaffer has long borne an unenvi- 


able reputation. He was formerly in 
the saloon business, but his place was 
destroyed by fire last summer and he 
is now under indictment for arson, 
the case being set for the January 
term of court 
Shaffer is about 50 


years of age; his 
wife slightly 


younger. The elder daughter, Ida, 
is about 28 years of age, while Cora 
is about 22. 


It is understood that Hrs. Shaffer 


makes strong pro'testations of her in- 
nocence and claims the operations 
•were performed in Port Wayne, and 
that the girls were sent to her for 
nursing. 


. BOUND THEM 'OVER.

Antwerp, 0., Dec. 12.—After a pre- 


liminary heaiing before Justice Lacy 
this morning the five persons accused 
of complicity in performing a crimi- 
nal operation, as a result of which 
one woman is dead and two others 
•are critically ill, were bound over to 
answer to the upper court. 


The bonds of Daniel H. Shaffer, baa 


wife, Mary Shaffer, and her sister, 
Mrs. Esther Douglass, were fixed at 
§1,000 each. They have been unable 
to give the bond, and will be taken 
to the Paul-ding jail this afternoon. 
Two daughters of the Shaffers- 
Mrs. Cora Bernard and Mrs. Ida Cof- 
felt, were released upon their own 
recognizance, and. Amos Berryhill, a 
young man from Glandorf, was held 
undar bonds of $200 as a witness.

ONE OP THEM TALKS. 


The mystery of the identity of two 


of the three women who are the vic- 
tims of what is termed in this town 
as the "Shaffer Crime Factory," was 
cleared up late last night, when one 
of the women, the eldest of the three, 
told her story to Constable E. K. Ter- 
willeger, after some clever work on 
the part of the officer. According to 
her own admission she is Mrs. Teresa 
Frank, widow of a Wapakoneta mill 
man, who committed suicide in. that 
town about two years ago. 
To the 


officer she stated that on realizing 
her condition she went to a fortune 


teller iu Lima, known as Mrs. Sallie 
Watkins, or "Old Sal," and on hei 
advice she came here fcr treatm 
by the Shaffers. 
On her reaching 


Fort Wayne she was joined by Mi's. 
Shaffer and 'the woman who is nov. 
lying on a slab in Sehilb's undertak- 
ing rooms in this place. 


Mrs. Shaffer, so she states, c^me to 


this point with them, and at once 
escorted .them to her home, where 
both \imlgrweiit th2 operation which, 
according to the doctor's and coron- 
er's story, caused the death of the 
unknown wcman, and may cause the 
death of Mrs. Frank. 


Mrs. 
Frank told the decscfcive that 


the Shaffers did perform the opera- 
tion, and that it was not committed, 
in Fort Wayne, ts they claim. 


The other ot the two women now at 


the Shaffer place is Ell*. Hideenour, 
"whose home is near Glandorf, She 
has relatives living 
in Antwerp. 


Both Miss Kidenour and Mrs. Frank 
are believed to be in n critical condi- 
tion.

•ho did -not reciprocate his affec- 
tions, and about two weeks ago at- 
tempted to commit suicide by hang- 
ing himself. Last evening he drove 
:o the Spain- home and again urged 
fche young -woman' to look upon his 
suit with favor. Her refusal to com- 
ply with his wishes angered the 
young man and he rtold her that if 
she "would not ba bis sweetheart she 
should never live to love anyone 
else. 


The frightened girl attempted to 


.eave the room and Carle drew a re- 
volver and fired a shot into her 
ireast at close range. .The report of 
,he pistol 
alarmed Mr. and Mrs. 


Spahr, who rushed into .the room as 
Carle fired two more shots into the 
irl's body as she sank to the floor. 
The would-be murderer then ran into 
:he front yard and fired two shots 
nto his own head, the first making 
only a scalp wound, the second pene- 
trating the brain, causing instant 
death. 


Miss Darling-ton, is still alive, but

through the left side of her body, her 
recovery is considered impossible.

HOB-CAN'S REPORT 


Washington, Bee. 12.—The senate 


committee on isthmian canals today 
authorized a favorable report upon 
Senator Morgan's bill providing for 
the acquisition from Nicaragua and 
Costa 'Rica of the right of way via 
the- Nicaragua route. Senator Mor- 
gan later presented this report to 
the senate, accompanying the return 
of the bill with a voluminous report 
on the general 
subject of a canal 


across the isthmus. Action upon the 
bill providing for the costruction of 
the canal was deferred. 


Senator Morgan's report covers 


more than 500 pages 'of printed mat- 
ter and deals with many of the ques- 
tions connected with the construction 
of the canal, including a thorough in 
quiry into the attitude of Great Brit- 
ain upon the subject and "ihe differ- 
ent canal routes. He also discusses 
the relationship of the Panama canal 
company to the construction by the 
United States of a waterway across 
the isthmus, and while he makes ref- 


erence to a Utter written by Presi- 
dent Hutin, of the Panama company, 
to Secretary of State Hay, he does 
not give the text 01 the communica- 
tion. Mr. Morgan says that the let- 
ter to Secretary Hay was dated No- 
vember £2 last and that it was writ- 
ten after Admiral Walker, as presi- 
dent of the commission, had closed 
his correspondence with ST. Hutin 
relating- to the sale of the Panama 
canal. He then adds: 


"The letter to Mr. Hny, with the 


appendixes thereto and the memor- 
anda that accompanies it, is an at' 
tack upon the president of the com- 
mission, replete with false accusa- 
tions and .perversions of fact, and is 
evidently intended to create a side 
issue, the debate upon which it is 
hoped by M. Hutin will 'delay, if it 
does not defeat, the final action of 
congress in providing for the con- 
struction of any canal. 


"This proceeding and the placing 


of this correspondence in the hands 
of the president of the United States 
by M. Hutin, with a request that it 
ba communicated to congress, is but 
a continuation of the presumptions 
and offensive proposition previously 
made by the Panama canal company. 
This company, in a previous admin- 
istration, had succeeded in obtaining 
the resignation of a secretary of the 
navy.to accept a nominal position in 
their service at a large salary and 
expended 31,500,000 in New York 
chiefly in acquiring the aid of lead- 
ing business houses in promoting the 
DeLesseps plan, without a dollar of 
stock being subscribed in that city. 


"The desperate financial straits of 


the new Panama canal company com- 
pelled them to 'make overtures to the 
United States to unload their enter- 
prise <on the United States and their 
agents became accordingly aggres- 
sive in this effort." 


Speaking- of the canal project itself 


Senator Morgan says the failure to 
construct such a canal would cause 
national despair. "For fifty years," 
he says, "the power of the British 
government and combinations in the 
United States aided by Franca Slave 
defeated all efforts to open an Amer- 
ican canal." 


He declares the Clayton-Bulwer 


treaty was an injustice. 'Great Brit- 
ain's control of the Mosquito coast 
was a pretense and held us in leash 
until the control of the Suez canal 
could 'be effected. If no other course 
is open the Clayfcon-Bulwer 
treaty 


should be abrogated by congress.

INVENTS SWAGING DEVICE. 


Dr. E. Wright Dodez is the in- 


ventor of a, swaging device and has 
applied for <a patent on the contriv- 
ance. For the benefit of the uniniti- 
ated it may be said that a swaging 
machine is one in -which crow,ns are 
made and the manner of making 
them heretofore is crude compared 
with the new method. 
Dr. Dodez's 


machine consists of a heavy metal 
base with a -square ihole in the cen- 
ter, in which the mould, together 
with the gold "thimble," is inserted. 
Above the mould is a section of rub- 
ber upon which a plunger attached to 
a screw contrivance is set, and this 
is screwed down, exerting a very 
heravy thoug-li evenly 
distributed 


pressure on the mould. The machine 
enables a dentist to do better work 
and in a more expedient manner than 
by the old method. 
Dr. Dodez has 


received several good offers for his 
patent rights.
